I  inivd  l teen  at  treat  bains  to  Met  tit 
til,,  bottom  oTTfio  wtiofg  story.  When  I 
tir-t  bogan  to  trace  fnrjtTmes 

among  cirrus  ifffimigrrs,  performeisaml 
enijiloyeea.  I  was  myself  n  doubter.  The 
whole  thing  was  so  strange,  romantic 
atnl  remarkable  that  I  did  DutglveTU 
much  credence. 

It  seemed  so  improbable,  so  impossi¬ 
ble,  that  for  a  time  I  thought  it  absurd, 
tern  mltt-okms  to  inrestignto. 

I  myself  had  seen  Carlotta  on  her 
fii-t  appearance  in  America  and  re¬ 
number  imr  as  a  great  artist,  a  superb 
creature,  very  dark,  very  beautiful,  and 
sin  h  eyes,  so  large,  so  black  at  the  first 
I  uk  it  Seemed  as  though  her  face  was 
all  eyes.

Cbrlotta,  tliongb,  was  reticent  and 
dignified,  and  although  she  was  not  fa-, 
miliar  nor  permitted  any  familiarity  on 
tba  Twrt  of  rtnUfffticr  lUTrobCfr  of  TBS"  “ 
compuny  every  attache  admired  her  and 
spoke  in  her  praise.  It  was  the  same 
with  the  ring  people,  the  concert  folks' 
and  the  working  force, 
i  The  beautiful  rider  at  this  time  wore 
a  serious  air,  and  while  sho  was  not 
pining  away  or  running  into  a  decline 
u  smile  rarely  rose  to  her  Up*,  except 
when  the  applause  rang  around  the  ring 
and  the  people’s  plaudits  caused  her 
black  eyes  to  dance  with  pleasnre.
